A u appropriation I iii was introduced 
in the s- u.ite carrying an appropriation 
j of 15,500,000. 
Contingent expense and mileage aud 
per diem bills were introduced. 
W. B. O'Qui tm was elected secretary 
of the senate to succeed J. P. Pool re­ 
signed. 
Clyde Sm ith was elected as sis taut 
secretary to succeed O’Quinn. 
State Treasurer Robbins filed a new 
bond w ith the secretary of state for 
f75,000. 
The sureties are: 
T. M. liar- 
pole, T. N. Jones, John M. Duncan, all 
of Tyler, Sm ith county, Ex-Governor 
J. S. Hogg, E. P. W ilmot aud W alter 
Tips, Austin, Tex. 
The boud was ap­ 
proved by the governor. 
T hirty su b le ts for legislation were 
subm itted to tho special session just 
dosed. 
The judicial redistricting bill,

nz’tghi, who treated 89 cases with a nae- 
cessfnl result in 4.3. 
“ It is not my b, lief that w hat hap­ 
pened in Cnba could lie called a failure 
of tho serum. 
Three people were al­ 
lowed to be bitten by nio-quit'ies that 
had prayed ujxm a yellow fever patient; 
these three died. 
Then the same mos­ 
quito was applied to one who had been 
treated w ith my serum and when he 
fell ill tho gentlemen said it was yellow 
fever.

W. B. O’Quinu was elected secretary 
of the senate to succeed J. P. Pool re­ 
signed. 
Clyde Sm ith was elected assistant 
■ecretary to succeed O’Quinn. 
State Treasurer Robbins filed a n ew 
bond w ith the secretary of state for 
175,000. 
The sureties are: T. M. liar- 
pole, T. N. Jones, John M. Duncan, all 
of Tyler, Sm ith county, Ex-Governor 
J. S. Hogg, E. P. W ilmot aud W alter j 
Tips, Austin, Tex. 
The bond was ap* i 
proved by the governor. 
Thirty subjects for legislation were 
subm itted to the special session just 
closed. 
The judicial redistricting bill,
